He Wat Taken III With Peritonitis Fri- 
day Night at th« Performanea of 

RIgoletto and Had to Leave 

Before Opera Ended. 



New York. Feb. 3.— William Collins 
"Whitney, former aecretary of the navy, 
died a fenr mlntttee efter 4 o'clock 
Tneedajr aftemooa at Me borne, 8T1 

Fifth avenua He died wfclle under tbe 
Influence of ether, admlnietered prep- 
aratory to a second operation for ap- 
I>eodlciUs. By his bedside were his 
aeo. Harry Payne WUtner, and bla 
^Mghter, Dorothy WUtaey, ea well aa 
llRWilUam T. Boll, the chief lurfeon 
in attendance. Mr. WUtney vae in 
hJs Clth year. 

Mr. Whitnoy was taUon ill Friday 
nlfht at the performance of Rigolletto 
aTihe Metropolitan opera hovae and 
hid to leave before the opera ended. 
Dr. WaJter B. James, the Whitney 
famHy physioian. M-a.s summoned and 
lound that the condition of the patient 
wee such that after consultation an 
operation was decided upon and was 
j at ferm ed by Dr. Bull. The patient 
rallied so well that it was tulljr^be- 
Ueved he would recover. 

Mr. Whitney's condition was very 
grave, however, on Sunday and Mon- 
day, and at a consultation held Tues 
day afternoon the. oonclualon was 
reached that the only hope for the pa- 
tient lay in a second operation. 

A bulletin issued in the morning 
ptated that there had boon a slight im- 
provement in the patient's condition, 
bat shortly before 3 o'clock alarming 
symptoms were noted and hurried 
preparations were made for a second 
operation. 

Mr. Whitney yfaa placed under the 
influonc<> of etlier, but whether the op- 
eration was pix>cecded with or not is 
unknown. 

When the physicians perceived that 
the patient was In danger of death 
Harry Payno Whitney and Miss Doro- 
thy Whitney wcrc^ immediately noti- 
fied. Tlicy ha>tt ned to the side of 
their father and in a few minutes he 
had breathed his last. Oxygen was 
used and all tbe skill of the physicians 
and surgeons brought Into play to 
save tho life of the distinguished pa- 
tient, but to no avail. It was 6 o'clock 
before the simple fact of his death 
was made public. 

Later the following statement was 
Issued: "Mr. Whitney died at 4 o'clock 
a€ peritonitis and blood poisoning fol- 
Jo'wlnK an operation for appendicitis. 

"The Interment will he at Woodlawn 
at a date to bo hert al'ter fixed, in the 
family plot, where are the remains of 
Mrs. Flora Payne Whitney, Olive 
Whitney and Mr. Whitney's grand- 
child. Flora Payne Paget. 

"The funeral services will he held 
at Grace church, where Mr. Whitney 
was a pew holder." 

Soon after the death visitors began 
to call at the house. Among them 
were Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbllt and ex- 
Secretary of War Elihu Root 

Mr. and Mrs. Taynn Whitney were 
in Thomasville, Oa. when Mr. Whit- 
ney's condition became critical, but 
they left for New York inuadlatly on 
a speetal train. A cablegram was sent 
Saturday to Mrs. Almerlch Pa«et, Mr. 
Whitney's daughter In London, and it 
Is beiiered she is now on her way 
home. 

The board of governors of the Dem- 
ocratic club, of which Mr. Whitney was 
a member, postponed aa entertainment 
the club was to hare had Ttiesday 

night. 

Mr. Cleveland Deeply AITected. 

Princeton. N. J., Feb. 3.— Mr. CHeve- 
iMid was deeply moved wh4»n )m learn- 
«it of Mr. Whitney's ieath. To • press 
representative he said: 

"The news of Mr. Whitney's death 
ha« greatly shocked me. As I think 
at him nHy mind, parsing beyond re- 
cent yean, dwells upon the days of 
my assoelatioii with hia in high offi- 
cial duty and recalls the time" When I 
had the opportunity to enjoy hll tore- 
served intimacy and friendly compan- 
tOMhip Our relations have never 
ifeM«ed. bet tho enicencies of life 
have forblddea repeat cioae Inter- 
•onrse. 

"Mr. W^iltney had more calm, force- 
ful efficiency tJian aJiy man I ever 
knew. In work that intcrebted him he 
•etvelly seemed to court difficulties 
f^mA to iatA irisasore and exhilaration 
In oreroamln* t|»em. Kls eonqnest 
over the obstacles he encountered in 
xtndertakinK to build up our navy af- 
forded him greater delight than Uio 
ContemplaUon ot the great results ho 
fchieY«d iiLUle deoartiosnt of the kqx- 



•ra^Beat- ^i* judgment was quick, 
eieir atid astonishingly accurate; and. 
when it wae oailed into action, his 
mental poise iras SO complete that nei- 
ther pa.Hsion a«r irritation opnld lead 
it astray. 

"While I remember all this with ad- 
mlratioa and efCecUon. I recall with 
more tender sMitlment Mr. Whitney's

He Is Olvtn Authority Equal to That 
e( e Pelesete 9y the Hewee. 

Washington. Feb. 3.— S«iate— Mr. 
Clarke, the new democratic senator 
from Arkansa-s. made his first speech 
In the senate Tuesday. He spoke for 
two hours and annotinced his «adorse- 
ment ot every poeitioa teken by the 
president in connection with the Pan- 
ama revolt and in tho negotiation of 
the treaty with the new state. He 
even said that in view of the provoca- 
tion given by Colombia the president 
might hate been expected to go fsr- 
ther than he did in advancing the 
cause of Panama. He dedared tliat 
there was more popular support of the 
course of thu preeidont's policy among 
democrats than among rwubHcans and 
said that the democratie votes neces- 
sary to ratify tho trcnty wete eseured. 
Mr. Fairbanks also spoke in support 
of the treaty, contending for the ir- 
roKularity of all the proceedings of the 
administration on tbe Isthmus of Pan- 
ama. The proceedings of tho day were 
opened with iwayer by Rabbi Philip- 
son, of dttdnnatl. . 

Hotise — Py luianiniously agreeing to 
a resulutiun ani«'nding tlic rules of the 
house the resident commissioner to 
congress from Porto Kico was given 
additional authority equal in all essen- 
tial reepects to that of a delegate from 
a territory, the action not requiring 
the concurrence of the senate. A bill 
which provided for a "delcRatp from 
Porto Itico" passed tlie house during 
the last congress, but was amended by 
the senate to such an extent that it 
fAiled. A bill duplicating the action 
of the hotise at the last session Is now 
pending but meanwhile Porto Rico 
will receive under the action taken 
Tuesday practically all of the i)eneflts 
extended in the measure. Several 
hours were spent by the house In paits- 
Ing Ave private claims bills and the be- 
ginning of consideration of tbe omni- 
bus claims bill.

The total 
loss is estimated at $275,000, divided 
as followa: Great China Tea Co.. 
$100,000; Loiwry ft Qoebel, carpet 
warehouse, $60,000; Herman Goepper 
& Co.. malsters, $00,ooO; J. I^. Kite & 
Co., dealers in leaf tobax-co, $25,ot)0; 
Ciale Bros., flour merchants, $5,000; J. 
C. Kerr ft Ca. grocers, $20,000 ; John 
McHale, broom factory, $2,000. and a 
vacant warehouse, $8,000. The loss is 
fully covered by iusnraiice. The fire. 
It is said, originated on the second 
floor of the Great China Tea Co. build- 
ing, presumably from an overheated 
itove.

In Cass An Agreement Should Not Be 
Reached It Is Tliought Another 
Joint Confersnoe Will Be Held 
in About 30 Days. 

Indianapolis^ Ind., Feb. 8.— After an* 
other day of argument no Sfreement 
has been reached by the scale com- 

mltti-»e of tho Joint conference between 
the miners and the operatoiTs of the 
central competitive district. Tho op- 
erators have abandoned their specific 
demand for a 15 per cent reduction in 
wages, but insist upon "a substantial 
decrease." Tbe miners have, it is un- 
derstood, decided to abandon their 
first demands and will agree to a com- 
promise, renewing the present scale 
and conditions. A sub-scale commit- 
tee of 1$ has been appointed consist- 
ing o^ two operatonf and two miners 
from each of the four districts. Both 
oi>erators and the miners believe that 
the two sides have como down to the 
last concessions that they will make 
at this time. The miners, howeyer. 
believe that the niinois and Indiana 
operators desiro to keep their mines 
in oi'eratiou and would again sign the 
pr<'H< nt contract If left free to do .so. 
and that it is likely that as separate 
states they will sign before April 1 if 
the miners' policy is to permit any 
one part of the central competitive 

field to o|)ernte in case the WhOlO dis- 
trict does not a< t unanimously. The 
minors alsr) are of the opinion that 
the Ohio and Pennsylvania operators 
would not object to their ailliee be- 
ing tied up. 

The general belief among the opera- 
tors is that tho minors will make no 
further concessions, an<l that even if 
their officers and scale c(unmitteemen 
should report back to the 557 miner 
delegates from the four states, who 
are being held in Indianapolis, a rec- 
ommendation that a five, eight or ten 
per cent, rodtiction in wages be ac<"ept- 
ed. the recommendation would be lost 
on a roll call vote. 

The Illinois operators are taking a 
view ot V» preoent crisis altogetJier 
differMt from that of the Pittsburg 
district. They point to the fttct that 
tlio Pittsburg and the Ohio oixrators 
have over 4,000,»tOO ton.s of coal stored 
on the lakes and at other iH>ints, and 
that the owners of this coal would 
make a large profit by an advance 
caused by suspension. 

On the other hand. It is argued that 
the time has come when the Ohio and 
Western Pennsylvania operators must 
have a readjustment that will enable 
them better to compete with West Vir- 
ginia, the Connellsville coke region, 
and other low priced mining districts. 
It Is thought that the result of the 
present joint conference will be known 
by Wednesday night. In case an 
agreement should not be reached it is 
thought aaother Joint conference will 
be held in Indianapolis in about 3o 
days. 

Officials of the miners claimed Tues- 
day evening that tho operators of Ohio, 
Illinois and Indiana have agreed to 
their proposition to renew the present 
scale, but that the operators of Penn- 
sylvania are makins a vigorous objec- 
tion.

Negro Voters Reelpened. 

Frankfort. Feb. Feb. 3.— Senate— 
The resolution to reimburse Senator 
Edwards and John Feland for ex- 
penses of their contest, decided last 
Bession, was passed unanimously by 
the senate Tuesday. The > apiiol ap- 
propriation bill was read as enrolled 
and signed by President Thome. Tho 
Catron resolution, providing pay for 
committees for pauper idiots for the 
time elapsing because of the failure 
of committee to have tbe ward exam- 
ined, was unanimously passed. The 
five bills amending tbe present game 
laws and creating the state flsh and 
game warden system came up as a spe- 
cial order. Senator Richardson fought 
the bills, because, he said, if the bill 
passed the rabbits would run the or- 
chards in his district, and he could 
never be rc ele, ted to the senate. 

House — When Representative Heflin. 
in the house, indicated the hour for 
the special order, House PiU tio. $4, 
by himself, placing an edncatlonal 
qualification on Negro voters, Mr. 
Klair, of Lexington, moved to indefi- 
nitely postpone action on the bill, and 
the motion prevailed. By a voU ot 
51 to 80 the A. J. Thompson bill reg- 
ulating the charges that may ho made 
by stock yards was defeated. Mr. 
Heflin's bill No. 65. defining due dili- 
gence in tbe collection ot dratu, 
checks, etc., to lie the usual eommer> 
clal way. was passed. The house pass- 
ed the Weathers bill, which declares 
that a town of the si.\th < la.xs. lying 
on a county boundary line, shall for 
town election purpeees be deemed to 
he In that county Itt whlch the larger 
part ol the town lies.
